W ashington, Ap ril 28 (JP) — In­ 
dications th a t President Roose­ 
v elt is considering p artial reor­ 
ganization of the w ar and nav y 
dep artm ents came to light today 
in the m idst of other fast-break ­ 
ing defense dev elop ments. 
These inclu ded disclosu re th a t 
restrictions hav e been tightened 
to safegu ard new warp lanes and 
m u nitions from sp y ing and sa­ 
botage. An u ndeterm ined nu m ­ 
ber of aliens has been discharged 
from p riv ate indu strial p lants 
becau se the w ar dep artm ent re­ 
fu sed to let them work on m u ni­ 
tions contracts. 
\ Before the start of the adm in­ 
istration’s v ast arm s p rogram, 
granting of p erm its for emp loy ­ 
m ent of aliens v ou ched for by 
their 
emp loy ers 
was 
rou tine. 
Now, au thorities indicated, the 
p erm its are issu ed for only a few 
m onths and then only after rigid 
inv estigation. 
By another new p olicy , the 
nu m bers of warp lanes ordered 
and deliv ered are to be confiden­ 
tial. It was p u t into effect y es­ 
terda y when o nly the firms a nd 


cost figu res were giv en in an a n­ 
nou ncem ent of the first $50,000,- 
000 order in the air corp s ex p an­ 
sion toward its new goal of 6 ,000 
p lanes.

Berlin, Ap ril 28 ( ^ —Chancel­ 
lor H itler today rep lied 
with 
ironic argu m ent and denial to 
President 
Roosev elt’s 
p eace 
p ledge p rop osal bu t said Ger­ 
m any was willing to ex change 
non-aggression p ledges with her 
neighbors. 
He adv ised President Roosev elt 
in carefu lly chosen bu t resp ectfu l 
words th a t nations directly con­ 
cerned 
shou ld 
determ ine 
the 
m atter and added th a t ev idently 
no nation had ask ed for Ameri­ 
can p rotection against Germany . 
H itler serv ed notice on G reat 
B ritain th a t he was denou ncing 
the 19 35 nav al p act and told Po­ 
land th a t he considered the 19 34 
ten-y ear G erm an-Polish 
non­ 
aggression p act was ended. 
He said Poland v iolated the 
p act by mobilizing troop s when 
Germ any had no intention of a t­ 
tack ing her. 
Hitler p ointedly ask ed Roose­ 
v elt to fu lfill “the p romises” of ’ 
President Wilson “th a t G erm an 
colonial claims wou ld 
receiv e 
ju st ex am ination.” 
The Chancellor rem inded Roos­ 
ev elt th a t Germ any followed th e 
American lead in rejecting con­ 
ferences and cited the United 
States refu sal to join the Leagu e 
of Nations. 
He delv ed into history to show 
th a t for hu ndreds of y ears the 
United States and other nations 
settled their differences by arm s 
instead of by conference. 
Sp ecific assu rances of p eace­ 
fu l intent tow ard the United 
States and the Americas gener­ 
ally were offered by the G erm an 
Chancellor in a two-hou r, 17 - 
m inu te oration to the Reichstag 
in the Kroll op era hou se, his re ­ 
p ly to the Roosev elt message. 
He reiterated G erm any ’s de­ 
m ands for retu rn of her w ar-lost 
colonies thu s— 
“The only claim I hav e ev er 
made and shall continu e to m ak e 
on England is th a t for the retu rn 
of ou r colonies. B u t I alway s 
hav e m ade it v ery clear th a t this 
wou ld not become the cau se of a 
m ilitary conflict. ” 
The chancellor ex p ressed will­ 
ingness to join in disarm am ent 
discu ssions su ch as Roosev elt 
su ggested p rov ided, “Mr. Roose­ 
v elt, y ou do not ap p eal first to 
me and Germ any bu t ra th e r to 
the others.” 
In rejoinder to the Roosev elt 
p rop osal for talk s seek ing world 
trade im p rov em ent he su ggested 
th a t the President first u se his 
influ ence to “remov e th e barriers 
to a genu inely free world trade, 
beginning 
w ith 
the 
United 
States.” 
B u t he strongly ex p ressed his 
distru st of conferences and a s­ 
serted, “the freedom of N orth 
America was not achiev ed a t the 
conference table any more th an 
the conflict between north and 
sou th was decided there.” 
“Germany ,” he added, 
“will 
nev er enter a conference 
de­ 
fenseless. .. Ev ery G erm an nego­ 
tiator shou ld and shall hav e be­ 
hind him the u nited strength of 
the G erm an nation, so Welp me 
God.” 
At one p oint H itler declared, 
“I am not aw are for w hat p u r­ 
p ose I shou ld wage a w ar a t all,” 
and added th a t he had “an ab­ 
horrence of war.” 
“I hav e not condu cted 
any 
war,” he said. 
For denu nciation of his ac­ 
cords with B ritain and Poland he 
blamed “B ritish w ar mongers” 
and Poland’s caljing u p of troop s. 
He contended Poland had re­ 
jected a ju st offer for the solu ­ 
tion of the p roblem on Danzig 
and the corridor.

The folly of conferring any additional power 
on Mr. Roosev elt is once more illu strated. The 
reorganization bill passed by congress was shorn 
of many of its more objectionable featu res. It 
requ ired that in making any proposed change 
he mu st show that it wou ld be based on economy . 
Within 60 day s congress cou ld annu l any change 
he su ggested. It seemed innocent enou gh. 
Bu t an u nrelenting obstinacy is one of Roose­ 
v elt’s strongest characteristics. From the be­ 
ginning he has been bent on perpetu ating gov ­ 
ernment relief. He has plu nged the cou ntry so 
far in debt that costs no longer mean any thing 
to him and he is bent on continu ing his spend­ 
ing spree. In this instance he wants to u se 
WPA or its equ iv alent as a New Deal political 
machine, as he did last fall, to the shame of the 
whole cou ntry , u ntil the v ery term ‘‘hu mani­ 
tarian” became a word of derision. 
In congress there has grown u p a strong senti­ 
ment in fav or of abolishing WPA and tu rning 
the administration of relief billions and natu r­ 
ally he does not want it. 
Under the By rnes bill all relief agencies, in­ 
clu ding pu blic works and road bu ilding, wou ld 
be consolidated, bu t the Repu blicans are almost 
solidly against it as are many conserv ativ e Dem­ 
ocrats. 
Now Mr. Roosev elt has sent to congress his 
own plan of gov ernment reorganization, which 
definitely inclu des the permanency of federal 
relief. 
Here we hav e his mania for interfering in the 
bu siness of congress. His own plan of con­ 
solidating relief agencies does not differ greatly 
from that contained in the By rnes bill. He might 
hav e thrown his strength behind that measu re, 
bu t he will tell the legislativ e body , in su bstance, 
‘‘Let me do it.” 
In the debates in congress the ex posu re of 
WPA as a political machine has gone fu rther 
than the report of the Sheppard committee and 
that was a strong indictment. The idea of spend­ 


ing 300 thou sand dollars to pu t u p an ex hibit 
at the New York World’s Fair has been de­ 
nou nced both on the grou nd that it is a waste 
of relief money and becau se it giv es the im­ 
pression that federal relief is to be a permanent 
institu tion. 
Now that Mr. Roosev elt has horned in on it 
we may ex pect opposition to be stronger.

‘‘Analy ze y ou r equ ipment, read newspaper ads, 
v isit employ ment agencies, consu lt those able 
to make contacts for y ou . 
“Read articles in the papers and y ou may 
learn a factory is v ery bu sy now or some new 
firm will open. Then apply for a job there.” 
Attitu de, appearance, personality , edu cation 
and backgrou nd are cited by this au thority as 
being important factors for an applicant to 
possess.

It is safe to say that, while miracles won’t be 
worked, attention paid the abov e points will not 
be wasted. At least, the person who ex hibits 
su ch cou rage and resou rcefu lness will stand a 
mu ch better chance of su ccess than will the 
qu itter, the grou ch or the pessimist.

HEURES III CRUSH 


New York, Ap ril 27 (A5) —The 
Norwegian motor$hip Oslofjord, 
bearing the Crown Prince Olaf 
and Crown Princess Martha of 
Norway , and the p ilot boat San­ 
dy Hook collided off Ambrose 
lightship shortly after 6:30 a. m. 
today . 
The crash occurred 12 miles 
out of New York harbor in a 
dense fog that had forced all 
ship p ing to anchor overnight 
outside the channel. 
The Sandy Hook, badly crip ­ 
p led, sank while attemp ting to 
reach shore. The Oslofjord made 
no immediate radio ap p eal for 
assistance, and first information 
was that she was not seriously 
damaged. 
Coast guard officials rep orted 
they had learned some of the 
p ilot boat’s crew was p icked up 
immediately by nearby boats 
which sp ed to the scene. 
Cap tain J. E. McCarthy , su­ 
p erintendent of the New York 
and New Jersey Sandy Hook Pi­ 
lot’s association, said no one on 
the Sandy Hook was lost or in­ 
jured. 
Prince Olaf and his p rincess 
are coming for a 10 weeks’ visit 
including a week end stay at 
President Roosevelt’s Hy de Park, 
N. Y., home. 
The p ilot boat New York and 
three coast guard vessels were 
disp atched to aid the Sandy 
Hook in its efforts to reach shal­ 
low water. Shortly afterward, 
coast guard officials said the 
boat had sunk en route. 
Ap p arently no one aboard the 
sturdy Norwegian steamer was 
hurt. 
Two p olice boats and a num­ 
ber of other craft had gone down 
the bay to meet the Oslofjord. 
The Norwegian roy al coup le were 
to board at quarantine the re­ 
cep tion boat Riverside carry ing 
a welcome committee of officials.

TO PRODUCE OUt-POOOF COOPS

Washington — Uncle Sam’s 
seed doctors are working on a 
new kind of prev entiv e medicine 
for farm ills—breeding new seed 
v arieties to make plants bug 
proof. 
For y ears they ’v e been con­ 
centrating on plant resistance 
to such blights as stinking smut, 
rust, bunt. Now they ’re going 
into a campaign to make crops 
at least partly immune to bugs. 
Department of Agriculture seed 
men hav e selected the Hessian 
fly as insect enemy No. 1. 
Later, they may tackle seed- 
breeding to eombat other insects 
— the chinch bug, that gets in­ 
to midwestem com and the 
sorghums; green bug in oats, 
joint worm in wheat. 
But right now they ’re concen­ 
trating on à search for v arieties 
of wheat that already show re­ 
sistance to the Hessian Ay . Then 
they can cross partly resistant 
wheats with other breeds to get 
a product the black, mosquito­ 
like Hessian Ay won’t like. 
One bug-resistant winter wheat 
already has been dev eloped by 
the Kansas state ex perimental 
station in cooperation with the 
Department of Agriculture. It’s 
called “ Kawv ale” and is partly 
resistant to the ty pe of Hessian 
fly found in the hard-wheat area 
of central Kansas. Its kernels 
are long, pointed and rather 
thin. / 
But Kawv ale does not show 
the same resistance to the pes­ 
ky Hessian fly of eastern Kan­ 
sas and the eastern farm states. 
It also has a tendency to shat­ 
ter from the heads when fully 
ripe. That makes it unsuitable 
for harv esting with a combine. 
Part of the grain trade objects 
to Kawv ale, too, because it can­ 
not be classified as a hard or 
as a soft wheat. The Depart­ 
ment of Agriculture does not 
giv e it complete endorsement. 
Howev er, it may work as a 
cross with v arieties of higher 
quality . 
Kawv ale has prov ed 
that it is bug resistant because 
Hessian fly larv ae die after they 
hatch and crawl into its stems. 
The department, in coopera- 


tion with state ex periment sta­ 
tions, is continuing also to work 
oh disease resistant seeds and 
plants. It hopes soon to an­ 
nounce a v ariety of oats that 
may prov e to be the most im­ 
portant oat cross made in the 
U. S. 
It is called “ Boone” after an 
Iowa county . 
It’s a selected 
strain from the crossbreeding of 
an Iowa and a South American 
v ariety and is resistant to three 
serious oat ailments — smut, 
stem and leaf rust. 
Boone has prov ed Itself in 
Iowa and will be ready for dis­ 
tribution in that state in the 
summer of 1940. 
Department ex perts also look 
for continued increase in the use 
of Thatcher spring wheat de­ 
v eloped in cooperation with re­ 
search in Minnesota. It is re­ 
sistant to the stem rust that 
periodically sweeps Minnesota 
and the Dakotas.
